He 
went in his night shirt half a mile to a neig - 
bor's house, t<x>k a ring maul from the wood 
shed, returned to bis mother's room and did 
the deed. He could give none of tbe particu- 
lars, only that after she was dead he broke 
bis own bed room door and window and 
called tbe neighbors. 

Li answer to tbe questions of bis horrified 
relatives he said: 

"Oh, I don't know why I dkl itl"

him, was touching.

all lav ,hter and Joy that tbehr tftib may 
twlnlda a night or two on tlM mirrored iloora 
of tha masque balla down in Chartrea and 
Rqyal atreate; anob are the tragmento of 
sweat and bitter bartw that go to make np 
part of tha paradox of oreole character and 
communicate to it an Indaflnable piquaocy 
and strangenaaa bj tbair thiok bara of Ught 
and shadow. 

The chief charm of this character is • 
touching gentleness and benignity that blends 
all other characteristics and permeates the 
whole constitution of the native Creole. There 
is Romeihing elepiac, tender, dreamy about 
tho rai-e, a remnant or recollection of earlier 
and better days, an aroma of exilo coming 
from old colonial times, when so many emi- 
grated from the gav fatherlaml to the track- 
less wilderness of Louisiana, swkiug their 
fortunes. I'lsappoinlment seiuns to have im- 
pressed itself a.s u trait of heredity ou their 
spiritual makeup; a brooding languor has 
spread from the luxurious climate through 
tbe limbs and constitutions of tbe immi- 
grants, tho adventurous spirit of the mar- 
velous brothers BieiiN ill ', 1 lierviile and Sau- 
valle, laid under [K^rpetiial enilmrgo by a 
Chinese wall of swiunii, bayou and boguo, 
bos sunk intc> a curious psychological numb- 
ness aud content with nurrouiidings, geogra- 
phy, exploration, literature, research, travel 
(beyond tlie inevitable transit to France once 
in a bfetiine) are unknown luziu-iee to these 
lotus eating folk, and in their way they are 
as still in their sunny corner ai the sun 
loving alli^'ator that haunts their streams. 

The customs, gomes and sjKirta of these 
exiles are f u.l of reminiscences of the father- 
laud, mingled with odd aocretious and after- 
growths, a clinging oonaenratiam, a poetic 
susceptibility. There are aonga and Cbrlat- 
mas customs smacking of Oaaoooy, Provance, 
Champagne, San Domingo, Franebe-CoBte, 
such as linger in Canada and form tonoiiing 
Unl^ with the folk over the aaa.— Janaa A.
